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The War in China

growing. (See “America and the Far East” in Booxuist 33: 137, Ja 37). Today, 

because of the undeclared war which Japan has been waging in China since last 
July. that interest has reached a new apex; and the demand for information varies as the 
scene of conflict shifts back and forth between North and South, involving the stakes of 
other powers in China’s fortunes, and opening up historical questions that have long been 
considered settled. Among such questions one might name the political status of the Inter- 
national Settlement of Shanghai; the comeback of Germany in the Far East after the loss 
of its concessions and special privileges in China; the concern of France over the security 
of its dependency, Indo-China; the function of Hong Kong as an outpost of British 
defenses; the neutrality of the Philippines—and many more. In addition to these special 
interests, there is the more inclusive interest in peace, in economic stability, and in the 
sanctity of treaties. The new uncertainties give rise also to questions about ethnic facts 
and internal problems in the countries of the Far East. Are the Japanese essentially a 
militant people, and the Chinese essentially pacifists? Is the sovereignty of the Chinese 
Republic over its vast domains an administrative reality or merely a polite fiction? What 
have been the consequences of former foreign imperialist encroachments for Chinese self- 
government? What historical parallels are there for China’s present heroic resistance to 
aggression, from which one might judge its probable success? 

Fortunately, the widespread demand for knowledge has been met by publishers with 
an array of literature suited to many needs. Recent months have made it possible also to 
test the adequacy of the basic reference works in the possession of many public libraries. 
The following paragraphs are intended to suggest some of the publications of 1937 which 
help to bring the informational resources up to date. 


The Conflict Itself 


There is not as yet much objective reporting upon which historians in years to come 
will wish to base their judgment of the events of these times, or of those who shape these 
events. The story of Japan’s political and military exploits can thus far be followed in its 
entirety only through the press—more especially the admirable weekly summaries now 
published by several of the better newspapers. Considering the difficulty of reporting from 
so many and often inaccessible places, the running account given of the events by the 


A pes AGO it was evident that American interest in the Far East was rapidly 
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press associations has been one of gratifying completeness. That account, nevertheless, 
requires a fund of background information which the newspapers are not able to give; 
and reference to the periodicals with a geographically specialized range is necessary—in 
the present case, Far Eastern Survey (which twice a month gives a wealth of economic 
information), Amerasia, Asia, Pacific Affairs, and China Today. Good interpretations 
will be found also in Foreign Affairs, Current History, and in the general political weeklies. 
Space does not permit here the quotation of particular articles. 

The American Council of the Institute of Pacific Relations renders first aid with pam- 
phlets on Economic Preparedness in China and Japan; China’s Capacity for Resistance; 
and Japan in Jeopardy (The Council, 129 E. 52d St., N. Y., each, roc.). The major ele- 
ments in the Sino-Japanese conflict are brought out in Problems of the Pacific, 1936; Aims 
and Results of Social and Economic Policies in Pacific Countries, the Proceedings of the 
I.P.R. Conference of that year (Univ. of Chic., $5). Henry F. Angus in The Problem of 
Peaceful Change in the Pacific Area (Oxford Univ., $2) reviews ten years of effort to find 
reasonable solutions for the problems created in that area by a changed balance of power. 

The historical background of the present struggle is described in simple style by Paul 
H. Clyde in A History of the Modern and Contemporary Far East (Prentice-Hall, $6); 
by Gregory Bienstock in The Struggle for the Pacific (Macmillan, $4); and by P. H. B. 
Kent in The Twentieth Century in the Far East (Longmans, $6.25). Important neglected 
historical factors are illumined by G. F. Hudson in The Far East in World Politics (Ox- 
ford Univ., $3); and neglected geographical factors by a group of authors in Limits of 
Land Settlement, edited by President Isaiah Bowman (Council of Foreign Relations, 45 
East 65th St., N. Y., $3.50). 


Propaganda and Special Pleading 


Not all accounts written without a show of emotion are free from bias. Nevertheless, 
a book or a pamphlet is usable as source material when the nature of that bias is known 
and expresses itself in a choice of material presented rather than in misstatement. For 
example, Carl Crow bluntly announces I Speak for the Chinese (Harper, $1), and does 
a good job in presenting their case. Recent American and British writings are weighted 
heavily in favor of China and against Japan as, for instance, Harry Gannes’ When China 
Unites (Knopf, $2.50) or Hessell Tiltman’s The Far East Comes Nearer (Lippincott, $3). 

The most reasonable Chinese account of the controversies that led to the armed conflict 
is The North China Problem by Shusi Hsii (Kelly & Walsh, Shanghai, about $1.50); and 
among the more understandable Japanese writings addressed to foreigners the first place 
to date probably belongs to The Sino-Japanese Crisis, 1937 (Japanese Chamber of Com- 
merce, 500 Fifth Ave., N. Y.). 

Among pamphlets that can be had for the asking but should be used with care are series 
published by the Foreign Affairs Association of Japan (Tokyo), the South Manchuria 
Railway Co. (60 East 42d St., N. Y.), the Chinese Cultural Society (5 East 57th St., N. Y.), 
the China Institute in America (119 West 57th St., N. Y.), the Council of International 
Affairs (Nanking), the Press Bureau of the Chinese Delegation to the League of Nations 
(18, rue Charles-Galland, Geneva). A mixed symposium by sixteen Chinese and Ameri- 
can writers—with a bibliography of the Sino-Japanese conflict—is China Faces Japan 
(Chinese Students’ Christian Association, 347 Madison Ave., N. Y., 35c.). 
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China—Can It Hold Out? 


The question more discussed than any other is whether China can, without outside aid, 
resist the military impact of Japan. To answer this, one must know something of the 
country’s recent development and something also of the slowly changing traits of the 
nation’s character. Both subjects are interestingly treated for the general reader by Helen 
Pratt in China and Her Unfinished Revolution (Institute of Pacific Relations, $2) and 
more learnedly by George W. Danton in China; Its Peoples and Its Social Patterns (Mar- 
shall Jones, $3.50). A comprehensive study, Land Utilization in China by John Lossing 
Buck, is in press (three volumes; of general interest is the first, an illustrated, detailed 
description of this basic element in China’s strength. Univ. of Chic., $5). The China 
Year Book (Univ. of Chic., $6.50) remains the best single source of general information. 

A fascinating introduction to the Chinese people is the almost entirely photographic 
work by Rudolf P. Hommel, China at Work (Reynal & Hitchcock, $3), which should be 
used together, perhaps, with Carl Crow’s delightfully humorous yet also very informing 
Four Hundred Million Customers (Harper, $3.50). Also bearing on the social situation 
in China are Lin Yutang’s latest book, The Importance of Living (Reynal & Hitchcock, 
$3), and a collection of Northern Chinese short stories translated by Edgar Snow, Living 
China (Reynal & Hitchcock, $2.50). More directly related to China’s power of resistance 
is Captain Anatol M. Kotenev’s The Chinese Soldier (Kelly & Walsh, Shanghai, about $2). 

The complicated political situation in China and the threatened break in its national 
government requires for its understanding, first of all, a knowledge of the philosophical 
basis of the national party, such as is given by Paul M. W. Linebarger in The Political 
Doctrines of Sun Yat-sen (Johns Hopkins Univ., $2.75). The curious events of last win- 
ter, when the head of the Chinese government was held prisoner and was subsequently 
led to accept the proffered cooperation of the Communist forces in a united program of 
resistance to Japan, have been told by eye witnesses: by General Chiang Kai-shek and his 
wife in their own Account of the Fortnight in Sian (Doubleday, $2.50), by James M. 
Bertram in First Act in China; the Story of the Sian Mutiny (Viking, $3), and on a larger 
canvass by Edgar Snow in Red Star over China (Random House, $3). 

The political framework of the controversies between Japan and other foreign powers 
over the status of the International Settlement of Shanghai is discussed by William C. 
Johnstone in The Shanghai Problem (Stanford Univ., $3). 


Japan—Civilizer or Vandal? 


To understand Japan’s purposes on the Asiatic continent, historical knowledge is indis- 
pensable. The California scholar Yoshi S. Kuno gives the history of Japan’s relations with 
China, Korea, and Russia in the first volume of a broadly planned trilogy: Japanese Ex- 
pansion on the Asiatic Continent (Univ. of Calif., $4). Helen Pratt’s Japan; Where 
Ancient Loyalties Survive (Institute of Pacific Relations, $2) is a vivid social history of 
the empire for the general reader, closely related to present-day conditions and problems. 
William H. Chamberlin’s Japan Over Asia (Little, $3.50) is probably the fullest inter- 
pretation of Japan’s present policy with special reference to the recent past. Harry Emer- 
son Wildes covers much of the same ground, with a more acid pen, in Aliens in the 
East; a New History of Japan’s Foreign Intercourse (Univ. of Pa., $3). 
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Among the more accessible discussions of Japan’s social problems which have a bearing 
upon the country’s foreign policy are a reliable interpretation of Population Pressure and 
Economic Life in Japan, by Ryoichi Ishii (P. S. King & Son, Lond., 12/6); a well-docu- 
mented but unsympathetic consideration of Japan’s economic situation by Freda Utley, 
Japan’s Feet of Clay (Norton, $3.75); an informing short summary by Emil Lederer, 
Japan in World Economics (New School for Social Research, 66 W. 12th St., N. Y., 25c.); 
and an illustration of Japan’s troubles as an exporter in Ernest O. Hauser’s Anglo-Japanese 
Rivalry in South Eastern Asia (Foreign Policy Report XIII, 5, May 15, 1937. Foreign 
Policy Association, 8 W. 4oth St., N. Y. Reports, $3 a year; single copies, 25c.). An inti- 
mate picture of Living in Japan is given with much charm by Lady Katherine Sansom 
(Harcourt, $5). 


America’s Relation to the Far Eastern Conflict 


A good brief discussion of the major proposals for American policy in the Far East, up 
to December, is the pamphlet America and the Far Eastern War, by William W. Lock- 
wood, Jr. (Institute of Pacific Relations, 1oc.). The principal documents concerning the 
actions of our government in recent months are assembled in another inexpensive pam- 
phlet, the “International Conciliation” series No. 334, The World Situation (November, 
5c.). Discussion of American behavior in the impending crisis started long before the 
Japanese began to reinforce their program of economic penetration with bomb and bullet 
and is summarized in its early stage by T. A. Bisson in the Foreign Policy Report on 
American Policy in the Far East (XII, 22, Feb. 1, 1937). Two books help the general 
reader to reconstruct the recent history of American relations with Japan: Forty Years of 
American-Japanese Relations, by Foster Rhea Dulles (Appleton-Century, $3), and Japan 
in American Public Opinion, by Eleanor Tupper and George E. McReynolds (Macmil- 
lan, $3.75). More emotionally, Walter Karig throws out the question: Asia’s Good Neigh- 
bor; We Were Once... Can We Be Again? (Bobbs-Merrill, $2.50). 

While in some circles the problem has reduced itself to the question whether we can 
do without silk stockings—more as a demonstration of protest than with a view to the 
effect of such action on world peace—more serious inquirers demand information on 
neutrality legislation, sanctions, and other specific existing or proposed instruments of 
policy. A comprehensive “Report of the Committee on the Maintenance of American 
Neutrality” is given in Plan Age for November-December (III, 9-10, 25c. Published by 
National Economic and Social Planning Association, 1721 Eye St., N. W., Washington, 
D. C.). The Neutrality Act of 1937 is examined by R. L. Buell in a Foreign Policy 
Report (XIII, 14, Oct. 1, 1937, 25c.), while in another of these reports (XIII, 18, Dec. 1, 
1937, 25c.) John C. de Wilde comes to grips with the question, Can Japan Be Quar- 
antined? What the choice of an appropriate American policy in the immediate situation 
may involve for the whole future of American international relations is discussed by 
Stephen and Joan Raushenbush in The Final Choice: America Between Europe and Asia 
(Reynal & Hitchcock, $2.50), and will be considered also in the Headline book by Varian 
Fry scheduled for publication in February (Foreign Policy Association, 35c.).
